ST. LOUIS, Dec. 31—( 


—A threatened New Year's 
Day strike against the South- 
western Bell Telephone com- 
pany was postponed today 
for 15 days. 


The action came after Gov. 


Forrest Smith of Missouri 
appealed to the union for 
such a delay "in the hope 
a satisfactory settlement can 
be made in the meanwhile." 


The union, Division 20 of the 


CIO Communication Workers of 
America, previously had postpon- 
ed the walkout 10 days. The new 
deadline was midnight tonight. 


Union Vice President Frank P. 


Lonergan announced the action 
while D. L. McCowcn, union presi- 
dent, telephoned the decision to 
Governor Smith in Jc/ferson City, 
Mo. 


Lonergan declared that the un- 


ion, "in order to clearly demon- 
strate its good faith and consider- 
ation for the public's interest in 
this dispute agrees to defer any 
strike action for 15 days from 
Jan. 1."

Smith said "I'm gratified that we 
won't have to wrestle with that 
thing over the New Year's holi- 
day. And maybe before the 15 
(lays are up there'll be a settle- 
ment and the union won't have 
to have a strike." 


Another meeting between the 


company and the union has been 
arranged for 10 a. m. (CST) Tues- 
day by a federal conciliator. The 
old contract expired Dec. 1 and 
has been extended by both sides 
on a day-to-day basis. 


Negotiations 
between the two 


sides were broken off two weeks 
ago after both parties reported no 
progress. The U. S. Conciliation 
and Mediation Service stepped in- 
to the dispute at that time.

union demand for a 15-ccnts-an- 
hour pay raise, job re-class-'fica- 
tions in certain cities and other 
changes. 


A plait for settlement was ad- 


vanced Thursday at a conference 
of governors here. The 
union 


agreed to accept the plan, if the 
company would accept. The utility 
has said it cannot at this time 
commit itself to the plan's pro- 
vision for arbitration after a 15- 
day negotiating period. 


A company spokesman declined 


to comment on the union's strike 
postponement.

Cutback on Army 
Manpower 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31—WW— 


The Army faced with dwindling 
funds under the defense economy 
order, acted today to hasten re- 
duction of its manpower. 


It announced that during Jan- 


uary it will accept enlistments 
only from soldiers whose current 
duty is about to'expire, or whose 
enlistment expired not more than 
90 days previous. Men without 
prior military experience, &s well 
as war veterans, will not be ac- 
cepted during January. 


The Army previously had limit- 


ed "original enlistments" to 5,000 
for December. The new order 
stops entirely this class of enlist- 
ment during the coming month.

The Army said any enlisted man 


in the United States, except a 21- 
month enlistee, whose hitch is due 
to end in February, March or 
April, can apply for discharge 
during January. The release of all 
21 month ^nlistees and all draf- 
tees already has been started.

Here Is What the Editors Say 
About GOP Party Policies

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Do you feel thai 


the Republican Party has a program that can 
compete politically with Truman's "Fair Deal"? 


Ninety-one per cent of the 345 U. S. news- 


paper 
editors 
replying yto a. 1950 'political 


prophecy poll conducted by this column say 
"No." This opinion prevails eight-to-one in the 
East and West. It is 10-to-one in the Midwest 
and 50-to-one in the South. 


Only seven per cent of the editors think the 


GOP does have n better program than the Demo- 
crats. Two per cent expressed no opinion. 


"Little as we Like the Democrats and their 


program," Ihe editors seem to be saying, "we 
do not believe the Republicans have anything 
to beat it." 


They say this in spite of the fact-thai 63 per 


cent of them think Harry S. Truman should not 
run for another -.'erm in the White House. They 
say this to confirm another opinion held by 
69 per cent of them, that there is no chance 
for the Republicans to wrest control of Congress 
from the Democrats -in the 1950 elections. 


The 723 American editors subscribing to this 


column were asked for suggestions on what the 
Republican platform should contain to offer 
voters a winning formula. Twenty-seven per 
cent of the 345 editors who filled out the ques- 
tionnaire refused to answer. They said the ques- 
tion was "unanswerable," or "too deep." Or as 
the Selma, Ala., Times-Journal and Port Arthur, 
Tex., News agreed, "Only God knows." 


"The Republicans can't win on a decent plat- 


form," said the Newark, O., 'Advocate. Others 
shared this view. "The GOP will probably have 
to continue to take lickings until the fallacy 
of the welfare state dawns on the voters," ob- 
served the Tulsa, Okta., Tribune. 
Awful Dark Out 


On the utter hopelessness of GOP prospects, 


the Atlanta, Ga., Journal remarks: "The only 
GOP possibility is in outpromising Truman." 
But the Montgomery, Ala., Journal says that 
"A GOP Santa Claus would be worse than a 
Democratic one." And the Cambridge, O., Jef- 
fersonian observes: "A change in economic con- 
ditions is the only thing that will put the GOP 
back in the driver's seat." 


"No winning program is possible for the Re- 


publicans," said the Macon, Ga., News. 
"A 


majority of the people think they're gelling 
what they want," said the Manhattan, Kas., 
Chronicle and Mercury, "and that's a situation 
hard to beat." This point of view was perhaps 
best summed up by the Athens, Tex., Review: 
"To win, call for a bigger fair deal. To be 
inlellectually honest, reaffirm capitalism." 


"Any middle-of-the-road party is oulmoded," 


said the Stuttgart, Ark., Leader. "Both parties 
are off the beam," -said the McComb, Miss., 
Enterprise. "Conservatives of all parties should 
unite to thwart socialism." 


This idea of a possible merger of Northern 


Republicans with Southern Democrats got con- 
siderable -attention from the editors. "Give 'it 
(the merged party) a new name, 'The American 
Party,' maybe," suggested the Lubbock, Tex., 
Avalanche-Journal. "Republicans should court'

Small Coal Operators Close Down 
Mines Rather Than Sign Up With 
John L. Lewis Under Pressure

• WASHINGTON.-Jphn L. Lewis has announc-' 
ed with considerable'fanfare the new contracts 
signed by independent coal mines'and his union. 
But he has not announced—in fact, doesn't want 
known-the tactics used to get these small com- 
panies to sign new contracts.

In at least two cases, Lewis closed down 


mines completely, not even permitting them a 
3-day week, because they refused his terms 
The mines in question are the Cove Fork Coal 
company and the famous Elkhorn Coal-company 
both in Pike county, Kentucky. A sworn affi- 
davit ;by Jack Picklesimer and Fon M. Johnson, 
operators of the .mines,-states:

The Nation's Polluted Water 


New York's water shortage may be a blessing 


in disguise by focusing attention .on a long- 
standing menace to the drinking water of other 
Parts of the nation. 


Every year'Congress votes hundreds of mil-• 


lions of 'pork barrel" funds for flood control" 
and river-and-harbor development, but has been 
extremely tight-fisted in providing money to 
purify the, water that goes into'our homes from 
•these same rivers. 
' 


. 
The problem is not. so great in the Great 


Lakes area, where the lake water requires rela- 
tively little treatmenl for conlamination. How- 
ever, most of the U.S.A. depends upon river 
water for drinking, and there is a glaring lack 
of adequate facilities for cleansing it of human 
sewage and industrial waste. 


This is true not only of such.'big cities as 


Cincinnati and Philadelphia, which are constant- 
ly grappling with water pollution, but of smaller 
cities downstream from the factories and sewers 
of big industrial centers. 


There are approximately 150,000,000 people 


in the United States. Yet the pollution of our 
waterways is equivalent to the sewage of 200,- 
000,000 people—because half the pollution i's 
caused by industrial waste. This has doubled 
in postwar years. 


To prevent a repetition of the New York water 


crisis in other parts "of the country, Congress 
and the state legislatures are going to be re--, 
quired to face the water-pollution problem in- 
stead of ducking it. This means that 10,500 'new 
waterworks plants may be needed to chemically 
treat river waters for sewage and industrial 
waste, according to the .U.S. Public Health 
Service. A total of between $7,000,000,000 and 
$10,000,000,000 of joint federal and state funds 


will be needed to safcsuard the nation's drink- 
ing water.' 


Officers' Clubs in Liquor Business 
The House Armed Services committee is con- 


sidering a probe of Army-Navy officer clubs 
which have been selling whisky 'against the law. 


Under an act of Congress (191) still, in effect, 


the sale or purchase of intoxicants on a military 
establishment is strictly forbidden. In-October, 


- 1947, General Eisenhower, then chief of staff, 
issued an order clarifying this law and ruling 
that the sale of package liquor .was taboo in 
officers' clubs as well as in Army PX's. 


Despite this restriction, however, Army offi- 


cers at Fort Benning, Ga., not only have been 
selling whisky and other intoxicants by the 
bottle, but have actually been advertising-such 
sales'in case and half-case lots. 


Furthermore, Fort Benning. officers and their 


civilian friends can get the liquor much cheaper 
than the regular retail prices charged "outside 
the post, because it is bought directly-from dis- 
tillers to escape a:$15-per-case.state and ware- 
house tax.

•one officer at Benning received a shipment of 
. 164 cases of wines and liquors last July, which 
.he later sold to officer friends. Another officer 
'published a circular announcing the sale of 19 
different brands of whisky, gin and brandy and 
quoting cut-rate prices by the case and half 
case.

The;House Armed Services committee also has 


received complaints that package liquor is being 
sold indirectly to civilians at the Naval gun 
factory, Andrews Field in near-by Maryland 
Stewart Field (near West Point), Fort Hamilton 
.'(New York),' Westover Field (Massachusetts) 
and other-installations. 
British Devaluation Flops 


• Secretary of the Treasury Snyder has sent 
the White House a report on British devaluation 
which paints anything but a rosy picture for the 


_ future. It indicates that Britain will need a 
$2,000,000,000 loan from the U.S.A. if she is 
to keep her economy above water. 


Snyder, who originally sold the British' on 


devaluation; had in mind that the.cheaper pound 
would give them a chance to, invade the Ameri- 
can market. But it has not worked out that way. 


One difficulty is that British businessmen 


have found the American market too tough, too 
competitive, and too costly. As a result, they 
are concentrating their export efforts in the 
sterling area—the British dominions, the Middle 
East and Africa—where they are already estab- 
lished. However, this gives them no new dollars, 
and the source of dollars—which the British 
had so desperately hoped for from devaluation 
—is rapidly drying up. 


The British government is working hard on 


the problem of cracking the American market 
but British businessmen are not.

Another Round of Price 
Reductions Started

NEW YORK, Dec. 31- (ff) - 


with the television set boom still 
in high gear, manufacturers have 
started another round of price re- 
ductions to keep it rolling. 


The juiciest price cuts are on 


big screen sets, with viewing tubes 
16 inches across, which in some 
cases sell for substantially less 
than half what you'd have had 
' to pay a year ago. 


The price trend reflects a swing 


by the public away from midget- 
sized 
pictures, 
even at 
lower 


prices, and mass production sav- 
ings on the bigger viewing tubes. 


Two of the biggest set makers 


in the business, Radio Corp. of 
America and Philco'Corp. this 
week announced. 1950 lines with 
hefty price cuts from 1949 mod- 
els. 
Considerable Slash 
RCA put a tag of $299.95 on its 


16-inch table sot, a slash of $95 
from the price of its 1949 model 
which in turn already had been 
cut $100 since its introduction 
early last January. Philco brought 
out a 1214-inch table set with 
97 square inches of picture for 
$199.95—or $60 under the com- 
parable 1949 model. Both firms 
made substantial reductions on 
other sets including a $30 slash 
by RCA on a smaller 10-inch 
model.

among them Admiral and Motor- 
ola, have new lines or new mod- 
els slated for introduction in the 
next week or two.

Will Rogers, Jr., Plans Memorial to His Fathei 


By Charles J. Welteer 


GRAND CANYON, Ariz., Dec. 


31 — (JP) — One of these days 
theie'll be a family memorial to 
Will Rogers here on the rim of 
the Grand Canyon of the Colorado. 


That's because Will Rogers, Jr., 


is adding another career to his 
already active life as newspaper 
publisher and former congress- 
man. 
The son of the late cowboy 


humorist now is a combination 
Indian trader and Inkceper at this 
tourist resort. 


Rogers is reticent .about details 


of his plans, but his partner John 
Bonnell, who has b?en an Indian 
trader most of his life, adds: 


"The Place eventually will be a 


personal memorial to his father. 
A lot of his personal effects will 
be brought here and there'll be a 
life-size statue of Will, Sr., on the 
nm of the canyon." 


Rogers' new enterprize combines 


two longtime ambitions: 


He wants iu oe a trader who 


does more than make money off 
the Indians' skill as craftsmen, 
so he has a profit-sharing plan 
for mutual benefit. 


Dearth of Accomodations 
He also notes that, although the 


Grand 
Canyon 
now 
outdraws 


Niagara Falls as a scenic attrac- 
tion, there still is a dearth o 
arst-class tourist accomodations 
He hopes to remedy that. 


The first step was to lease a 


lodge already built on the south 
rim of the canyon, near the site 
of lost orphan mine, two and 
half mile;; west of this village. 


Formerly " known as Kachina 


lodge, it now is the Rogers place to 
tourists aqd "The Joint' to Rogers 
and his friends. The lodge* and 
its cluster of cabins rests on one 
of the very few privately-owned 
plots of land in Grand Canyon 
National Park. 


It is leased from Dan Hogan, an 


83-year-old 
retired 
prospector 


who now lives in nearby Flagstaff. 
Found Copper and GoH 
Hogan and his partner, Tom 


Walters, were prospecting in the 
Grand Canyon in the Late 1890's 
when they found a good vien of 
copper and gold. Because they 
Doth were orphans and were los't 


at the time of their discovery, they 
named it the lost orphan mine. 


The mine was about a third of 


the way down the canyon, about 
1,500 
feet below the edge of the 


south rim. At first, unable to get 
the ore out, they finally dug a 
burro trail in the precipitous rocks 
This path eventually became 
part of Bright Angel trail, now 
used by thousands of visitors to 
descend to the bottom of the can-

Rodgers' first step was to set 


up a workshop in the lodge. Then 
he brought two^skiDecl Navajo 
silversmiths there to work. Event- 
ually, Rogers hopes to bring in 
other craftsmen and their families, 
making the lodge a center readily 
accessible to tourists 


^ "My second idea," says Roger.;, 
'Is to provide accomodstions com- 
mensurate with the beauty of tho 
Grand Canyon. In the many years!

changes in the income tax return 
this year. But that doesn't mean 
you should wait until the last 
minute to fill it out. 


Here are three reasons why 


you should go to work on your 
return early: 


1. You will have time to figure 


out the method which is easiest 
on your pockctboolc. It you wait 
until the last minute, it may cost 
you money. 


2. If you turn out to be one of 


the few taxpayers with compli- 
cated proble/ns requiring profes- 
sional help, the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, who can help 
.you free, or hired expert, might 
not be available as March 15 ap- 
proaches. 


3. Taxpayers who have refunds 


coming and who file now can ex- 


pect to get their refunds before 
March 15. If you wait until the 
deadline, it may be summer be- 
fore the auditors get to your re- 
turn and you get a check back. 


Everyone 
who 
had 
$600 or 


more taxable income in 1949 must 
file a return. 
The third article 


of the Primer will tell you all you 
need to know about the $600 
figure. 


Once you have determined that 


you must file, the next question 
is — which return should you 
use? 


The vast majority of taxpayers 


axe eligible to file on the simplest 
return, called Form.l040A, print- 
ed on yellow paper. 
If you use 


this form, you do not need to 
figure your own tax. From your

to the questions,

Bureau will figure your tax and 
send you a bill or refund. 
The

In all but rare instances, which 


.will be explained in the second 
-article, it is .advantageous for 
married couples to file .a joint 
return. This is the only way-they 
can save money by "splitting" 
their income. 


If you are one of these, on the 


first line of the tax return you 
should type or print the names 
of, both husband and wife (using 
the wife's own given name).
